NGOs based in Jerusalem, the West Bank, and the Gaza Strip are welcome to attend any of the 

sessions detailed below.  Each informational session will include an overview of the American 

Consulate General in Jerusalem’s efforts in the West Bank and Gaza, an explanation of the 

priorities and objectives of MEPI local grants, and a review of the grant application process.  

MEPI staff from the American Consulate General in Jerusalem will conduct the sessions. 

 

MEPI will accept proposals (applications) October 1
st
 – 31

st
, 2012 from local civil society 

organizations — including non-governmental organizations (NGOs), universities, professional 

organizations, youth groups, and women's groups. Applications will be evaluated through a 

competitive process. Local grant budgets are typically $25,000 - $100,000 USD and may be 

implemented for up to one year.
